Sanchez refused, and was condemned 
to sweep the streets, wearing a ball and chain, 
and was fined $1,000 each day until the 
amount demanded was paid, Under this 
duress Sanchez paid. 

The President is in such fear of his enemies 
that when in the street he carries a pistol in 
his hand andis surrounded by officers, who 
will permit nobody to approach him. 


GREAT ALARM IN A MEXICAN TOWN. 


Recurring Earthquakes and Ominous Roar- 
ings Affright the People.

TALKS ON THE MANITOBA QUESTION. 


John F. Stairs Declares It Is the Only Is- 
sue in Canada, , 


New York,.Aug. 27.—John F. Stairs, one 
of the conservative leaders of the Dominion 
Parliament, in an interview said: 

The issue in Canada today is the Manitoba 
School question. Protestants in Manitoba out- 
number the Catholics 5 to 1. This is a, recent 
preponderance, because ten years ago the tide of 
immigration had not set in toward the Nortb- 
west. At that time the schools wers separated. 
Most of the settlers of late have been Protest- 
ants, “There is practically no annexation senti- 
ment in Canada today. Canada has too much 
national pride to desire annexation to the United 
States. As fora reciprocal union, it is not de. 
sired, because such a condition would wipe out 
our manufactories and make us a dependency of 
the United States. With regard to the imperial 
federation plan I do not know where we stand. 


Question as to Alaska Boundary. 

Washington, D. C.. Aug. 27.—An attempt has 
been made in some quarters to work up a diplo- 
matic controversy over the Alaskan boundary 
survey between the United States and Great 
Britain. Because the survey making by Great 
Britain includes certain territory which people 
in Alaska and Washington believe rightfully be- 
long to the United States an impression has 
been created that the survey settles the bound - 
ary and that the United States should protest 
against.it, The survey by the United States may 
be unsatisfactory to Great Britain. As both sur- 
veys are made independently they are prelim: 
inary to an international agreement. Until the 
surveys are completed nothing else will be done.

Senator Gets Under His Banner Eight 
More Delegates than He Will Require 
at the Convention Today—Contentt 
for the Possession of the Opera- House 
May Cause a Bolt and a Rump Con- 
vention=Gilkeson Confident Outwardty 


in Spite of Figures - City in Uproar. 

Harrisburg, Pa., Aug. 27.—{Special.J]— 
Senator M. S. Quay has fought the greatest 
battle of his life, and won against the com- 
bined forces of the State administration, 
the Philadelphia political combine, led by 
David Martin, the member of the Republic- 
an National committee from Pennsylvania, 
and the Pittgburg Republican city organiza- 
tion, led by C. L. Magee. 

The Gilkeson faction has possession of 
the opera-house where the convention to- 
morrow is to be held. If there be any at- 
tempt to ** out Quay’s men all will retire 
and hold a Beparate convention. 

Harrisburg was on the verge of a volcano 
all day. There were thousands of people in 
the city, who marched in great numbers 
shouting for their favorite candidate. There 
were frequent collisions, but none of such a 
serious nature that they were not quickly 
suppressed. The Republican leaders rec- 
ognized the condition was exceedingly crit- 
ical, but as they were fighting each other, 
and none of them would yield an inch, they 
took no steps looking to a harmonizing of 
the differences that existed between then 

At the Quay headquarters it was said the 
Senator could not possibly lose, and figures 
were given out to show he had at least 158 
delegates. As only 145 were necessary to 
elect the Quay people were correspondingly 
jubilant. At the Gilkeson headquarters, 
to which Gov. Hastings paid two visits to- 
day to make personal appeals to the dele- 
gates to stand firm, a roll of delegates had 
been prepared which showed beyond a doubt 
Gilkeson would be elected Chairman. The 
leaders of the two factions were ready and 
willing at all times to show to anybody a 
roll of delegates showing the strength of 
their candidates, and make personal re- 
quests that they go over and strike off any 
doubtful names, so tonfident were they that 
their lists were true and correct. % 


State Committee Gets Together. 

The Republican State committee, which 
Chairman. Gilkeson refused to call together 
yesterday, and which held a meeting and 
adjourned over to meet today, held a session 
at the Lochiel Hotel this morning with 
seventy-eight members present, or eight 
more than were present yesterday. x- 
Collector Cooper was in the chair, and to set- 
tle the fact that the call was authentic Con- 
gressman Jack Robinson, on a question of 
privilege, showed he was authorized by tele- 
gam to sign every name that was affixed to 
the letter requesting Chairman Gilkeson to 
call a meeting of the committee. 

Chairman Cooper asked for a report of the 
Committee on Credentials, and Lieut.-Gov. 
Lyon, Chairman, said, after a careful and 
patient investigation, the committee had 
decided in favor of the five contesting Quay 
delegates in Philadelphia and the one Quay 
delegate in Wyoming. Regarding the three 
contested Northumberland delegates, it 
was said they would be attended to at a later 
meeting of the committee. With respect to 
the Philadelphia contests it was shown,the 
Quay men carried their districts by over- 
whelming majorities. In Wyoming it was 
found the Hastings delegate was chosen at 
a convention held last January, and this 
was in violation of the party rule, which 
provides delegates must not be elected to 
State conventions more than six months be- 
fore the holding of the convention. The 
committee then adjourned to meet at 11 
o’clock tonight. 

Senator Quay said he understood there

“Such being the case,“ said he significant- 
ly, “ this contest is settled beyond a doubt.

Senator Thomas of Philadelphia offered a 
resolution reciting that Chairman Gilkeson 
of the Republican State committee having 
failed to name a place of meeting of the 
State convention, the State committee be re- 
quested to select a theeting-place, and that 
all delegates call on Secretary Rex and regis- 
ter, in order to receive tickets of admission. 
This resolution was adopted after Lieut.- 
Gov. Lyon had explained to the convention 
that a band of desperadoes had seized the 
opera-house, and it was probable that they 
would resort to brute force to prevent the 
Quay people from gettnig into the hall. 

“I do not believe,’’ said Senator Lyon, 
“that the members of this convention should 
take their lives in their hands when they go 
to the place of meeting.

Let use delegate the 
selection of a place of meeting to the State 
committee.“ 

Senator Penrose instructed the delegates 
to report to the State committee headquar- 
ters at the Lochiel Hotel and to ignore the 
Gilkeson headquarters at the Commonwealth 
Hotel. He also announced that the Gilke- 
son caucus had adjourned to meet at 11 
o'clock tonight for the purpose of capturing 
Quay delegates, and warned the delegates 
against being led away by the combine’s 
money. The caucus then adjourned with 
three cheers for Senator Quay. 

It-was while the visiting clubs were march- 
ing through the streets this afternoon that 
the Gilkeson people took advantage of the 
excitement and at the same time took pos- 
session of.the opera-house where the con- 
vention is expected to be held tomorrow. 

Some time ago Chairman Gilkeson rented 
the opera-house for Aug. 28in his own name, 
not having confidence enough in the State 
committee to rent it in the name of the com- 
mittee. A rumor was started yesterday 
that the Quay people would attend a theat- 
rical performance to be held at the opera- 
house tonight, and remain inside all night 
in order that they might have possession of 
the hall in the morning. In order to prevent 
this Chairman Gilkeson this morning pur- 
chased from the manager of the theatrical 
company his lease of the opera-housé for 
today and tonight. He then put the keys in 
his pocket and walked off with them. 


Fight for the Convention Hall. 


There arrived at Harrisburg this morning 
from Pittsburg a club called the Younx 
Men's Tariff club, the members of which 
wore a badge bearing the pictue of C. L.

Over Five Acres of Submerged Land at 
the Foot of Park Row, Where It Owns 
Riparian RightseHe Also Asks the 
Company to Bring the Sea Wall In to 

_ Shore Just South of Park Row=The 
Conference. ; 

Mayor Swift shot a new proposition at 
representatives of the Illinois Central ra 
road yesterday at the adjourned conference 
regarding the depression of the company’s 
tracks along the Lake-Front between Purk 
row and Randolph street. He wants five 
acres of submerged land at the foot of Park 
row, where the railroad owns the riparian 
rights, and he wants the company in addi- 
tion to building the sea wall along the front 
of the park to bring it in to the shore just 
south of Park row. | | 

In addition to the other demands made at 
Monday's conference, the Mayor asks that 
the company extend the Randolph street via- 
duct, and swing it around so that it will have 
two approaches on the east, one leading from 
the park, | 

The railroad officials apparently are willing 
to comply with all the demands of the city, 
except in building the sea wall along the 
south bouhdary of the park and the ceding of 
the five acres at the foot of Park row. 

Those present at the conference were Mayor 
Swift, Commissioner of Public Works Kent, 
ex-Corporation Counsel Miller, and City-En- 
gineer Jackson on behalf of the city, and 
President Stuyvesant Fish, Vice-President J. 
T. Harahan, and Chief Engineer John F. Wal- 
lace, and General Counsel Ayers representing 
the railroad. , 

The five acres demanded by the city are in 
lieu of the 6.67 acres the company wants at 
the foot of Randolph street. The railroad 
company has the riparian right for a consid- 
erable distance south of Park row. Just 
south of its new Twelfth street depot 
it has a pier and the city’s property 
if the demand is complied with, 
will extend almost. to this pier. There will 
be a slip between this pier and the sea wall 
on the south of the park and the slip thus 
created will furnish an excellent place for a 
dock for the pleasure craft. 

Price of the Demands. 

The demands of the city represent an outlay 
to the railroad company of $1,065,000, as 
follows:

Mayor Swift in connection with the four 
viaducts across the company’s tracks asks 
that a viaduct be built to be used exclusively 
for bicycles. 

The total amount of land asked by the rail- 
road officials is a fraction less than eight 
acres, and it is exceedimgly important that the 
company have this property. The Mayor 
fully appreciates its value, and is not disposed 
to enter into any agreement unless 
the city gets the full value of the 
land. If the railroad company will cede the 
five acres on the south it will be a long step 
in the direction of an agreement and the 
other questions will quickly adjust them. 
selves, it is believed. It is said to be an ex- 
ceedingiy difficult matter to place an equita- 
ble value on the submerged land. The rail- 
road officials maintained that the property 
should only be considered on the basis of its 
value for railroad purposes, 

The Mayor was not disposed to take this 
view of the matter, but there was considera. 
bie discussion on the point. The city officials 
said if it should be considered as only having 
a value as railroad land the property was 
worth at least $3 a square foot, which would 
amount to $120,680 an acre. At this price 
the land the company wants would be worth 
about $950,000 after the .filling had been 
completed. The cost of filling is estimated 
at $80,000. 

Price of Railroad Land. 

The railroad officials contend that the high- 
est price ever paid in this city for railroad 
property was $3 a square foot. This was for 
a piece to be used for right of way near 
Clark and Sixteenth streets, and they main- 
tain the land they are asking is not worth any 
such figure. They hold thatit could not be 
used for any other purpose than switch 
tracks, and such property is greatly inferior 
to property thatisto be used for right of 
way. 

If the park is not completed the railroad 
officials say the eight acres they want is ut- 
terly useless, and if it is built it is worth less 
for park purposes than for railroad ground, 
and even at that should only be classed as 
switch yard property. 

The other stumbling block—the building 

a sea wall on the south—was 
not discussed as much as the land 
question. The company strongly 
objects to giving the city enough of its ripa- 
rian rights to fill in five acres of land and 
maintains that it is going more than half way 
if it makes all the improvements asked and

men made every effort to induce Allen 
to talk, but he always refused to discuse 
Holmes with them. 

Then Warden Moore went to work and 
finally succeeded in obtaining a statement 
from the convict. The Warden believes the 
man knows a great deal more than he has 
told, but he had the statement put in writing, 
read to Allen, and verified in every particular. 
Following is his story: 

“I first met Holmes, alias Pratt, alias 
Howard, in Tennessee in the fall of 1892. 
Soon after meeting him we went together to 
Hot Springs, Ark, I never knew Holmes be- 
fore this time, but he had heard of me. We 
remained at Hot Springs one week and from 
there went to Texas Holmes going to El 
Paso and I- stopping in Taylor County. 
Holmes soon joined me at Abilene and from 
there we went to Kansas City. Holmes left 
me at Kansas City to go to Chicago and was 
soon to return. Failing to do so I went to 
Fort Worth in company witha man named 
Charley Murphy. I went from Fort Worth 
to Memphis, where I remained three months, 
when I went back to Hot Springs. where 1 
met Holmes again. From there we went to 
Denver, Colo., and from there to Chi. 
cago, where [I remained five days. 
Leaving Holmesin Chicago Pitzel (Lyman) 
and myself went to Kansas City. ‘he swin- 
dling scheme conducted by Pratt and Pitzel 
proving a failure Pitzel and myself went to 
St. Louis, stopping at the Southern Hotel, 
where we met Holmes aguin. In about three 
weeks thereafter Holmes, Lyman, and myself 
met at St. Joe, Mo. Minnie Williams ac- 
companied Lyman to St. Joe from Chicago, 
where she had been for some time living as 
the wife of Holmes. At this meeting was the

a The Minnie Williams property in Fort 
Worth was then and there deeded to me, in 
the name of A. E. Bond, from Minnie Will. 
iams, a notary public whose name I have 
forgotten acknowledging the transaction. 
The deal was made with the distinct under. 
standing that it was to be a swindling opera- 
tion. It was my opinion at the time that 
Minnie Williams was persuaded or scared 
into making the transfer of the property by 
Holmes. In a few days the property was 
transfered by me to Pitzel, but I wag not 
present when the ‘deal’ was made, Holmes 
making the transfer without my knowledge 
or consent (Holmes was an expert in.imitat- 
ing the hand-writing of some others). From 
St. Joe, Holmes, Pitzel, and myself went to 
Denver, where we remained one day, and 
from there we went to Leadville, where 
Holmes and Pitzel had in view some 
ewindling operation, but failed in doing so. 
From Leadville the three of us, with Holmes’ 
so-called wife, Mrs. Howard, went to Fort 
Worth to commence operations there. We 
arrived at Fort Worth as entire strangers. 
The Holmes (Pratt) transactions at Fort 
Worth ate already familiar to the public. 
Pitzel’s drunken conduct at Fort Worth 
caused Holmes to send him away to Kansas 
City. While in Kansas City Pitzel wrote sev- 
eral threatening letters to Holmes in which 
he said that he would turn up all their rascal. 
ity unless Holmes sent him money. Pitzel 
was furnished money three different times 
sent by me at Holmes’ request. Holmes vis- 
ited Pitzel at Kansas City to get him to sign 
the necessary papers to secure a loan of $16,- 
000 on the Fort Worth property. 


Plan to Murder Pitzel. 


In some particular the papers were not 
correctiy signed and Holmes failed to secure 
the loan. The papers were sent back to Pit- 
zel for correction and when they were re- 
turned Holmes secured a loan of only 81, 
600, accordi to my information. While 
Pitzel was in Kansas City Holmes and Pat 

uinlan, who had joined us at Fort Worth a 

ort time before we left that place, had sev- 
tting Pitzel out of the way 
because Holmes had become afraid of him on 
account of his drinking too much and know. 
ing too much. (It was known to us all that 
Pitzel carried a $10,000 life insurance? poli- 
cy.)

Murders in the “ Castle.” 


The building in Chicago known as the 
Castle was erected especially fora death 
trap,’ and during my association with Holmes 
I was in it often and in fact occupied a room 
there, The blood of no one is upon my 
hands, but I am satisfied murder was com- 
mitted in the house, because I heard Holmes 
and Quinlan discuss the manner of their 
‘taking off.” A stranger to the city during 
the World's Fair was decoyed into that castle 
and murdered for his money. He did not 
have as much money as Holmes thought 
only $3,700. A bright little boy was enticed 
into the castle during the Fair and held in a 
room for five days for a reward for hie re- 
cuvery. No reward being offered they were 
afraid toturn him out and the gas was turned 
into his room at night and he was suffocated. 
J could mention other such cases of crime 
committed in the castle and discussed in my 
presence by Holmes and Quinlan, but 0 
are sufficient, except one, and that was of 
Annie Williams, * not in Chicago when 
she was killed, but was at the castle two or 
three days afterwards, Holmes and Quinlan 
coolly discussed the manner‘of her murder to 
me. Hoimes’ version was that she was 
knocked in the head with a stool by Minnie 
Williams, and then given some drug by 
Holmes to make her die easy. The ¢nuse of 
her killing, as explained by Holmes, was that 
one of the girls must be put outof the way 
and that he could manage Minnie easier than 
he could Annie. Minnie Williams was crazy 
in love with Holmes, and she was jealous of 
her sister, as Holmes was paying her some 
attention too, and he took particular pains to 
increase her jealousy to work her up to 
point et doing the deed to get Annie Williams 
out bf the way. 


Minnie Williams Is Alive. 


Lawyer Capp and others declare that 
Minnie Williams was also murdered by 
Holmes. Iknowto the contrary. I know 
that Minnie Williams was alive i Holmes 
was arrested for his crimes, and if dead, she 
has died since then. If not dead in the last 
few months, she can be found, if those most 
interested will pay for the knowledge of her 
whereabouts and return. This statement 
will of course be hooted at by those who be- 
lieve and have evidence of her death at the 
hands of Holmes, or his accomplices, but no 

ay until she is found and satisfactorily 
dentifled. 

% The death trap in the castle was made by 
Quinlan, who is a fine mason, and a negro 
man whose name I have forgotten. The Fort 
Worth building was to be modeled after the 
castle in this respect, and Quinlan was brought 
out there from Chicago to make the traps as 
the work progressed on the building. But 
people in Fort Worth were so curious about 
seeing and inspecting the work that little 
progress was made in that direction up to the 
time that we had to abandon the field. Quin- 
lan is equally guilty with Holmes in takin 
human life—Holmes doing the planning 
Quinlan the execution, Quinlan’s wife know- 
ing of all their work of this kind. And I will 
state here that Peitzel’s wife, I am thoroughly 
convinced, knew of the murder of her hus- 
band and children. Holmes and she were 
very confidential and she knew what was 
going on. 

What I have stated in regard to my con- 
nection with Holmes for three yeare and a 
knowledge of his business will, as a matter 
of course, by many be classed ag claptrap 
and only the story of a convict to shield him- 
self or secure a pardon. That is the least of 
my — I know Gov. Clark too well to 
believe that he would issue me a pardon with- 
out my evidence would Holmes’ neck. 
What I have stated above is every word true, 
and if I have not told everything I know it is 
because I have good and sufficient reasons for 
not doing so. I have been importuned by 
lawyers and newspaper reporters to tell what 
I know about Holmes and his methods. For 
the first time I have done so, and now wish to 
be left alone in peace and my prison life.“ 


MME. MODJESKA TELLS OF HER EXILE, 


Thinks Her Remarks Here Causing It Were 
Somewhat Imprudent. 


Mme. Helene Modjeska, the actress, is in 
Chicago for the first time since the despotic 
edict of the Czar expatriated her from Po. 
land-Russia, the country of her birth, Ac- 
companied by her husband, Count Bozenta, 
she arrived in the city a few days ago to visit 
her son, Ralph Modjeska, at his home, No, 
1782 Wrightwood avenue. 

Jam afraid people will regard me as a 
martyr because of my banishment from Po- 
land, said Mme. Modjeska. It is not un- 
usual for a Russian subject to be banished 
for trivial cause. In fact, there are thousands 
in the same position. At the same time it 
was a blow to have my country closed against 
me. 
„Of course the cause of the trouble was the 
paper which I read before one of the World’s 
Fair congresses. I do not remember the 
exact words, but the thought was that I up. 
held Polish women in their endeavor to live 
down Russian rule. Everything considered 
probably my remarks, though true, were im- 
prudent, At any rate this is the crime for 
which I am exiled, 

We were on our way to St. Petersburg, 
where I was to play, when a dispatch reached 
me, saying, Don't come. You are not al- 
lowed to appear in this country.’ Then I 
went to Warsaw to seek an explanation. 
Probably I took a wrong step by attending a 
theater one night, for that was the 
occasion of four young Polish girls 
sending me a bouquet in acknowledgment of 
my defense of Polish women. Of course, the 
incident got into the papers. I had been told 
the Governor was a civilized man and had 
made an appointment with him for Monday. 
Saturday, however, I received notice to leave 
the country in twenty-four hours. I went to 
Italy to console myself. I cannot cross the 
Russiau frontier as long as such government 
ekists.1cThb:.material losses were great be- 
caueeeimay! banishment, for my season was 
spoiled, but nothing can be as painful as the 
thought that one 13 without a country.”’

MEN LEARNED IN LAW 
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CONVENTION OF THE AMERIOAN BAR 
ASSOCIATION, 


At the Eighteenth Annual Meeting a Large 
Number of Distinguished Men Are 
Present- Address of President Carter in 
Regard to State Legislation=An Attack 
on Sumptuary Laws=—Certain Reforms 
Urged=Chicagoans Honored in the Mat- 
ter of Chairmanships. 


Detroit, Mich., Aug. 27.—[Special, |—An 
intellectual-looking assembly of 300 leading 
jurists and members of the bar was present 
in X. M. C. A. Hall at 10:30 this morning 
when President James C. Carter of New 
York called to order the eighteenth annual 
convention of the American Bar Association. 
The President read a short list of the most 
noted jurists present, who were invited to 
seats upon the platform. President Carter 


then proceeded with the reading of hie ad- 


dress, 
Reviewing the work in the several State 


Legislatures at length, and stating the most 
salient features of the new enactmeats, Mr. 


Carter said: send ee 

If we conceive, as we justly may, ani pend- 
ent society of men as an individual with a sepa- 
rate and distinct conception of his own interests, 
the statutory laws of such a society become anal- 
ogous to the voluntary_resolutions of a person 
for self-improvement. But are the laws executed? 
Do they represent resolutions of a wise and self- 
controlled man which are actually carried out, 
or those abortive resolves serve only to in- 
dicate a man conscious of error but incapable of 
reformation? am not unaware of the 
difference in point of _exeellence be- 
tween public and private work. It is not 
likeiy that the selection of legislators can ever 
be made with uniform wisdom; but a great ad- 
vance will be made when those that aspire to be 
legislators begin to seek the knowledge the Office 
requires. In some communities, notably in the 
City of New York, the impossibility of a general 
and equal enforcement of the laws the re- 
volting injustice of a partial effort have had the 
etfect of leading the executive o rs wholly to 
abandon any serious atgempt ata rigid enforce- 
ment. And yet these worse than useless results 
of legislative action seem nowhere to lead to any 
serious inquiry into the real nature of the 
difficulty. The condition of what are called 
sumptuary laws is equally discreditabie to our 
knowledge both of tne science of legislation and 
the teachings of experience. A societ that has 
not the moral energy to enforce its will in any 
particular case should never embody that will in 
the form of a statute. I know of nothing more 
needed among us than a * conviction 
that the sphere of legislation, Uke that of other 
forms of human activity. has its proper limits, 
which can never be ex without mischief, 
and a sufficient knowledge of what these limits 
are. 

In urging the increased study by our profes- 
sion of the science of legislation I mean that 
science in its broadest extent. It should em- 
brace, as I conceive, two principal branches: 
First, the just limits of the provinee of legisla- 
tion; that is to say, what subjects are really fit 
for legislative action as distinguished from those 
that should be left to the disposition of courts 
or to the discipline that proceeds from the moral 
agencies of . J am not unaware of the 
extent of the field of inquiry thus embraced. It 
includes the fundamental elements of economic 
science and the principles upon which sociologi- 
cal inquirers are generally agreed. I do not 
mean that these sciences must be mastered in 
their details, but that the main features should 
be known so far as to enable the student 
to avail himself of their results and to employ 
their methods. The other important branch is 
the study of the proper manner in which subjects 
fit for legislative action should be treated ; 
is to say, the artofframing a iate and ef- 
fective laws. Our association much inter- 
est in bringing about a certain measure of uni- 
formity in our laws. The laws the people 
should, of course, be devised and shaped in ac- 
cordance with their traditions and their charac- 
ter, and so far as these differ itis neither possi- 
ble nor desirable to have entire — in 
laws. But the resemblanee in character and tra- 
ditions between the people of the States of the 
Union are far greater than the differences, and 
ae Cones uniformity in many particulars prac’ 
ticable. 5

formity must be done by * ö f 
action. Thel appointment m by tes 
during the last year of commissions designed to 
forward this effort affords us much encourage- 
ment. 

Following the President’s address the Ex- 
ecutive committee repor the election of 
twenty-seven new members during the last 
year. The General Council reported its ap- 
proval of 128 nominations for membership, 
all of whom were thereupon elected unani- 
mously. The N reported 1,144 mem- 

bers on the roll besides those elected today 
and during the year. A balance of $3,700 
was shown by the report of the Treasurer. 

Decidedly not the least interesting figure in 
the conference of Uniform Law Commission- 
ers which precedes the National Bar Associa- 
tion meeting and closed its sessions today 
has been John C. Richberg of Chicago, who, 
after an earnest fight, has put the country on 
the way to uniform marriage and divorce 
legislation. He also secured the appointment 
of a committee of five on trading corpora- 
tion law, of which he was made Chairman. 
He was also made Chairman of the Commit. 
tee on Marriage and Divorces at this after- 
noon’s session of the bar convention. H. 
Wade Rogers was made a member of the 
Grand Council for Illinois, 

Of the Publication committee Thomas Dent 
of Chicago has been made a member, E, 
Burritt Smith is on the Reception com mittee, 
In the section on legal education this after- 
noon Prof. W. Blewitt Lee of Illinois was 
named on the committee to select officers for 
the section. .

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Trustees Will Celebrate the Completion of 
Two of the Hard Sections. 


Apropos of. the approaching election of 
Trustees of the Sanitary District of Chicago 
the board is about to celebrate its achieve- 
ments, So long ago as July 3 Sec. 3 of the 
great drainage channel running through the 
solid rock was finished, and now Sec, 10, also 
a rock section, will be finished within a week. 
The fact that Sec, 10 is the section on which 
the first shovelful of dirt was turned and the 
further fact that Shovel day was Sept. 8, 1892, 
have induced the trustees to celebrate the anni- 
versary and at the same time the completion 
of Sec. 10 Tuesday afternoon on the spot 
where Shovel day was celebrated three years 
ago. 

Sec. 10, like.all the sections on the main 
channel, is close to one mile in length. Its 
east end is one and a half miles below Le- 
mont, and it is so located that its western end 
begins the curve which the channel at that 
point makes in the direction of Lockport. Its 
perpendicular walls are from thirty-three to 
thirty-four feet high. Its great spoil bank, 
from seventy-five to ninety feet high, looms 
e. The contractors 
are E. D. Smith & Co., and they began the 
work promptly on Shovel day. It presented 
many difficulties, all of which were overcome 
as fast as they presented themselves, and the 
section was the scene of some of the finest 
cantilever work done anywhere on the chan- 
nel. The whole amount of rock removed has 
been 1,260,960 cubic yards, and the, price 
paid for it was $1,002,745. 

That first two sections of the great work 
completed should be in the rock was the 
farthest thing from the expectations of all 
concerned, three yearsago. But it was not 
long before the contractors in the glacial 
dritt sections struck a bed of what is known 
as giacial mud, which caused numbers of 
chem to throw up their contracts and sacrificé 
their bonds rather than go on with their 
undertaking. They had no excuse for being 
surprised, however, as the same material was 
encountered in the conetruction of the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal, at the same points, and 
with the same effect. The material is de- 
scribed in all 8 and is dreaded as 
much in the British Isles as itis here. The 
effect has been, however, to make the earth 
sections of the channel the laggard part of 
the work, and the rock sections the first to be 
com pleted. 

The celebration next Tuesday will have 
several interesting aspects, It is the anniver- 
sary: of Shovel day, it marks the completion 
of Sec. 10, and it also marks the completion 
of 65-100 of the entire work on the Drainage 
Channel, 

To commemorate the event the trustees 
have prepared a large granite tablet em feet 
square, which has been let into the west wall 
of the channel just above the water line. It 
is inscribed with these words, Will and 
Cook Counties. Ground broken Sept. 3, 
1892. Completed Sept. 3, 1895.“ The 
celébration exercises will be few and simple. 
President Wenter will make a brief address 
of an official character and then a formal 
oration will be delivered by ex-Judge Samuel 
P. McConnell, President of the Iraquois 
club. There will be no collation served. 
Over 1,000 invitations have been sent out to 
city, county, and State officials, and to all 
local legislative bodies. The Santa Fé will 
furnish these invited guests with a special 
train, which will leave the Dearborn station 
at 1:80 p. m. and return at 5:30 p. m. But 
the general public will be welcome, and other 
trains will be run for their accommodation. 

A report was circulated yesterday that 
there was to bea meetmg of the Drainage 
Board or of some of its committees, and that 
the matter ofraismg money by the sale of 
warrants would be considered. But there 
was no foundation for the rumor, and no 
sort of meeting was held. The regular meet- 
ing of the board occurs this afternoon, but 
the subject of the warrants is not apt to be 
discussed. Chairman Eckhart of the Joint 
Committee of Engineering and Finance said 
it was not likely any action would be taken 
about the warrants for the present. 


EMINENT SCOTCH DIVINE ARRIVES. 
Dr. William D. Mackenzie Will Filla Chair

WINS THE AMERIOAN TENNIS ORAM. 


_PIONSHIP PROM R D WRENN. 


Western Man Is Favorite, but Deteriorates 
by Phying too Much Atterition to Base- 
ball, While the Newtown Champion 
Improves in His Play to a Remarkable 
Extent-Wrenn Makes a Game but 
Vain Battle to Save His Laurels—Best 
Tennis Ever Seen on Newport Courts. 


Newport, R. I., Aug. 27.—{Special.}—The 
tennis championship has changed hands 


again, and Fred Hovey, efter years of hard 


struggling and bitter disappointment, is 
champion of the United States. The victory 
was a decisive onc, Wrenn failing to win a 
single set. Hovey certainly played better 
tennis than ever before,while Wrenn showed 
no improvement over his play two weeks 
ago at Norwood and a distinct falling off 
from the superb tennis which sent Goodbody 
over seas ‘again without the American 
championship, The game was interesting 
enough in spite of the one-sided score, as 
Wrenn showed his gameness had not de- 
teriorated, even though his tennis had, and 
for a moment or two in the third set it 
seemed as if he might rattle Hovey and pull 
the set out of the fire. 

Wrenn's downfall is attributed to having 
too many irons in the fire at once, his base- 
ball playing having sadly interfered with his 
tennis. The result was by no means unex- 
pected, as it has been known all week 
Wrenn’s practice was not up to the mark, 
but his friends hoped he would win in the 
énd on his unlimited sand and the usually 
expected rattled streak of Hovey. But Ho- 
vey was as steady as a machine and his won- 
derful command of the ball reminded one of 
the great accuracy of the English players 
at West Newton. The Newton man earned 
forty-nine of the ninety-six points he scored 
during the match, or the remarkable per- 
centage of .5i. 


Never Saw Better Tennis. 

Ex-Champions Sears and Campbell, and, 
in fact, nearly every one on the grounds say 
they never saw better tennis than Hovey 
Hovey’s ground 
strokes, formerly weak, were strong and 
under perfect control, while his volleying 
has lost none of its crispness and bril- 
liancy. Hovey placed his smashes instead 
of swatting the ball on general principles. 

Wrenn's play seemed to lack its usual 
snap, and his strokes were comparatively 
slow, but, then, he was playing against a 
wonderfully clever player. Hovey gave no 
sign of his old unsteadiness, except at one 
point in the third set, where he dropped a 
game which would have given him the 
match after having been three times within 
a point of scoring it. 

The crowd numbered 3,000, in spite of an 
overcast sky and a slight drizzle of rain now 
and then. Hx-Champion Campbell acted as 
referee, and ten well-known players watched 
the chalklines.

Hovey placed grandly in the next game, 
and Wrenn helped him out by giving him 
the last point of a love game on a careless 
double fault.

Starter 1 and Frank Tretand Engage 
in Game of Fisticuffs. 


Windsor, Ont., Aug. 27.—[Special.]—James 
F. Caldwell, the veteran starter, and Frank 
Ireland of the firm of Ireland Bros., had a 
sanguinary fight at the Windsor race track 
this afternoon. As a result Caldwell is 
without a job as starter and Ireland has been 
fined 8500. The trouble occurred while the 
horses were at the post for the third race, 
the start of which was made oppos the 
grand stand. Gratz Hanley acted badly, 
and Asistant Starter Delaney swished his 
long whip, cutting the stable boy, Alex- 
ander, who had the mount on the horse. 
The boy cried out with pain, and Frank 
Ireland, who stood near, rushed to the 
starting block, where he threatened to pun- 
ish Delaney. Hot words followed, and be- 
fore the crowd could realize what was up 
Caldwell had been knocked down by two 
stalwart blows from a heavy hawthorne 
stick in the hands of the horseman. De- 
laney then swung his heavy track whip, 
and the horn end meeting Ireland on the 
head scored a second knockdown, Cald- 
well, although 64 years old, was soon hard 
at work hammering Ireland over the head 
and Shoulders with his starter’s flag. Train- 
er Cooper of the Ireland Stable rushed to his 

master’s assistance, and arrived just in time 
to knock Delaney down. Then he started 
to run by Jack Sheehan, the pogram boy, 
who landed right and left on the jaw. An 
officer interfered, and the starter and his 
assailant were separated. On each side of 
Caldwell’s head was a lump as big as a 
dove's egg. There was also a bump on the 
back of his head. Ireland was cut about the 
head, and Cooper carries as a souvenir a 
discolored eye. After the races were over 
the directors of the track held a secret 
meting and decided to dispense with Cald- 
well at once. Dick Dwyer will wield the 
flag tomorrow. The directors assessed the 
Irelands $500, and they will not be allowed to 
start again until the fine has been paid, 
The summaries:

LET THE COMMITTEE INVESTIGATE. 

County Mayor Healy has withdrawn his 
charges of bribery against Keck, the meat 
contractor, which he had submitted to Mrs. 
Fiower's committee. He did so in order, as 
he stated, to lay them before a special grand 
jury. Being unable to get one he will go be- 
fore the regular grand jury, selected by the 


a week. 

It is true, as Mr. Healy says, that the com- 
mittee cannot indict any one and it cannot 
convict and punish any one. Only a grand 
jury and a court can do that, and the com- 
mittee is neither. This is true, not merely 
as regards the charges made by him, but 
those made by Commissioners and other per- 
sons. Nevertheless the citizens of this coun- 
ty would rather that the public investigation 
of the committee should precede the private 
and possibly ineffectual one of the grand 
jury. There may be much evidence which 
will not warrant indictments, but which will 
enable the people to reach a verdict. 

Mrs. Flower’s committee was appointed 
to make a searching inquiry into specific 
charges of abuse and mismanagement of 
county institutions. It is competent to per- 
form that work thoroughly. Since it is go- 
ing into the subject it ought to be allowed to 
go into the whole subject, get all the evi- 
dence, and lay it before the people. If there 
has been boodling in county institutions the 
sooner it is known the better. If officers or 
employés have committed acts which the 
law cannot punish them for, but which pub- 
lie sentiment can, the story of these facis 
should be told publicly, and not to some 
grand jurors alone. 

The propriety of submitting charges to 
a body empowered to investigate and then 
withdrawing them on the ground that 
it cannot indiet is questionable. Mr. 
Healy knew that it could not indict 
and convict when he made those 
charges. He should not have made them 
unless he was ready to substantiate them. 
If it happens when the grand jury meets 
that its time is so taken up with jail and bail 
cases that it has no time to look into these 
matters, or if after examination it reports 
that there seems to be nothing in these 
charges on which to base indictments, then 
it may be. insinuated that they were not 
made in good faith in the first place, and 
that zeal for the public welfare was not the 
motive which prompted their publication. 

Nothing should be kept back from the 

committee. The meat contractor appears 
before it as an accuser. It is only fair to 
those whom he accuses that any facts which 
may impeach him should be submitted. If all 
hands are guilty then that should be known. 
The people want the facts, and they can 
draw just as intelligent conclusions from 
them as can a grand or a petit jury. 
Therefore there should be no suppression of 
evidence. Let no guilty man escape the 
popular verdict. 


THE DISTRACTED KENTUCKY DEMOC- 
RACY. 

The honest money Democrats of Kentucky 
are now realizing the magnitude of the 
blunder they made when they nominated a 
financially unsound candidate on a sound 
platform. They had their opponents down, 
and they should have given them nothing. 
They should have dealt with their adver- 
saries as they themselves would have been 
dealt with had they been in’ the minority.

BRICE’S UNTRUTHFUL STATEMENTS. 

Democratic papers are quoting approv- 
ingly that portion of the speech made by 
Senator Brice to the Ohio convention in 
which he said: 

It is now less than a year since we were beaten 
in this State by ne&rly 140,000 plurality. Nor was 
this a local disaster affecting only the party in 
the State. We suffered from the Atlantic to the 
Tacific. The shadow of the great world-wide 
panic, the industrial and financial depression, 
and at the bottom of all a false tariff system 
ruining in turn manufacturer and consumer, and 
an unwise and fatally weak currency situation 
bad thrown over the whole Nation resentment 
| against the party which happened to be in power 
when the disaster came. 

There was wild, fierce clamor against the Presi- 
dent, against the Democratic Senate, against the 
Democratic House. So widespread was this feel- 
ing of helplessness among our party that we al- 


House. The Democratic party is no longer pros- 
trate; its fortunes are rising, and it is quite worth 
the while to be in the Democratic army, which al- 
ready has the assured and confident step of a 
march toward victory. Panic and fear have 
passed away. The benefits of Democratic legis- 
lation already have produced and are producing 
their effects. Faith is rapidly being restored, con- 
fidence reéstablished, and business everywhere re- 


viving.

certain when it would begin or just how se- 
vere it would be, the manufacturers began 
taking in sailatonce. They could not afford 
to be caught with stocks of goods on hand, 
manufactured under a high wage scale, 
which they would have to sell for less than 
cost if they sold them at all. So many estab- 
lishmehts were closed and others ran on 
half-time. Employers discounting the fut- 
ure offered the men the lower wages that 
the probable tariff changes would necessi- 
tate. The employés refused to accept them 
at first, but before long were glad to get 
them. 

Still another danger threatened the busi- 
ness interests of the country. There was a 
strong 16 to 1 free silver movement in the 
Democratic party, and there were apprehen- 
sions lest that political organization, which 
had complete control of the government, 
should be captured by it. That alarmed the 
banks and their depositors, and a money 
panic set in. There was a general fear of a 
slump to 50-cent dollars, and every man 
| who could protect himself wanted to do so 
while there was still time. 

Later in the year the. Wilson tariff bill 
was prepared and was rushed through the 
House by the heavy Democratic majority 
which controlled it. After it got to the Sen- 
ate it was more or less modified—mutilated, 
acoording to the free traders and Cleveland 
—through the influence of Brice and Gorman. 
But the unconstitutional income tax pro- 
visions were retained, and the country was 
given to understand on good Democratic au- 
thority that this was only the first step, and 
thata graded income tax would follow, to be 
steadily increased from session o session 
until it was high enough to confiscate nearly 
the entire incomes of the largest employers 
of labor, or of those possessors of capital 
who loan it to the enterprising classes. A 
war of extermination on capital was threat- 
ened. That war was indorsed enthusiastical- 
ly by the Populists, Socialists, and Anar- 
chists. 

When the voters saw the Democratic lead- 
ers committing themselves to these Jacobin 
policies: they became so alarmed that last 
November they voted overwhelmingly against 
the Democrats. That party elected hardly 
a dozen members north of Mason and Dix- 
on’s line. The Republicah majorities in the 
Northern States, including Indiana, New 
York, and New.Jersey, were enormous. 
Every one of the twenty-eight Northern 
States voted against the Democratic Anarch- 
ists. They lost the Senate as well as the 
House and it was put out of their power to 
do any more mischief before 1897 at least. 
More likely it will be impotent for evil until 
after 1000. 

The crushing Democratic defeat of last 
fall was followed at once by manifestations 
of hopefulness on the part of the business 
Classes. They saw the Democratic storm 
cloud passing away, confidence began to be 
restored, and the times grew better. There 
are no signs of a slackening up in the revival 
of business and the increase of production. 
The only weak point is the deficiency of 
reyenue caused by the blundering and crim- 
mal tariff legislation of the Democrats and 
the greater difficulty the Treasury meéts 
with because of that deficiency in keeping on 
hand a sufficient stock of gold. This is the 
remaining cloud on the horizon. 

Such are the facts as known to the voters. 
And yet Brice comes forward with the nerve 
of a veteran stock gambler and claims that 
the good times—or, to speak more correctly, 
the improving times—are due to the Gorman- 
Brice tariff law and Cleveland’s policy of 
selling bonds to make good revenue defi- 
ciencies caused by the course of his party in 
Congress, whereas the restoration of busi- 
ness confidence and the resulting improve- 
ment were caused solely by the crushing de- 
feat given his party more than ten months 
ago, followed by general defeat at the mu- 
nicipal elections held in the different States 
this spring. 


CLEVELAND'S LEGAL RECORD.

It is true that as an executive officer Mr. 
Cleveland has done some things well. He 
behaved admirably when he sent the troops 
here last year without waiting for Altgeld. 
But he did not send them until Mr. Olney, 
then Attorney-General, who is a good lawyer, 
had explained the law for him. Gen. Harri- 
son would have known the law without being 
told and would have sent the troops, for the 
ex-President is a lawyer of marked ability 
as well as a good executive officer. He would 
make an admirable Supreme Court Judge, 
while Mr. Cleveland, who never was a good 
lawyer, would be a melancholy failure. So 
even if a Democrat were to be elected Pres- 
ident next year—which, happily, is not 
among the probabilities—he never would 
make Mr. Cleveland a Judge, even if he had 
an opportunity to do so. 


NOT THE PLACE FOR SOCIALISM. 

James Keir Hardie, the British socialist- 
ic leader among workingmen, is on his way 
to this city, Whieh is said to be the objective 
point of his visit to the United States, It 
may be imagined that he comes here as 
an apostle of the socialistic movement. 
Hardie will find sympathizers here if he 
seeks them, but not nearly so many as at 
his home and for the reason that the condi- 
tions in the two countries are radically 
aifferent. In the British islands the land is 
owned by a few, the great mass of the peo- 
ple being mere tenants and many of them 
only tenants at will, liable to be ousted at 
short notice, It is the exception there for 
the workingman to own his home and cases 
of home ownership by employers of labor 
are far more rare than with us. It is true 
that in recent years there has been intro- 
duced rather extensively the method of part 
ownership of manufacturing estdblish- 
ments and supply stores by men wha-have 
taken shares,“ but probably these ‘count 
for little in the general mass and the holders 
of these shares are looked upon as semi- 
aristocrats by thriftless fellows who have 
saved nothing. So the apostle of socialism 
in the British island appeals to the sympa- 
thies of the great number who own almost 
nothing, as against the very few -who are 
credited with owning it all. A similar state 
of things exists in Germany and some other 
countries of Europe. The masses are told 
they have nothing to lose and everything 
to gain by the proposed revolution in owner- 
ship of the land and all other means of pro- 
duction and a few of the people are foolish 
enough to believe the story. 

Of the 4,564,641 farms in the United States 
in 1890 72 per cent were cultivated by the 
owner and 60 per cent of the remainder were 
worked on shares. Some of the farms were 
under mortgage, but to an amount far less 
than their actual value, so that the owners 
and their families have a vital interest in 
retaining the ownership. As the total num- 
ber of mortgages ‘recorded in the ten years 
ending with 1889 was about the same for 
city lots as for farms in the country it may 
be said that ownerships in the two cases are 
not far from equal, and it is well known that 
the great ‘majority of the mortgages made 
on city lots are by men who are securiug 
homes for themselves and families. Add to 
these the great number who have accumula- 
tions in the banks to their credit, those who 
are owners of other capital, interests not in- 
cluded in these classes, and the members 
of the families ot these persons, and we have 
a large majority: of the people of the United 
States who are vitally interested in hav- 
ing the individual ownership of property 
maintained. : 

The fellows who clamor for equal division 
of unequal earnings,“ or for a putting of all 
the property of the country into one common 
pile to be owned by the community, are the 
ones who own nothing, or so little that they 
count on a big gain by the adoption of the 
common-ownership plan. They are in the 
minority in this country, and are going to 
remain so, for the percentage of property- 
owners is on the increase. So Mr. Hardie, 
who is said by Harold Frederic to be an “un- 
mitigated blatherskite,“ is coming to the 
wrong market with his goods. 


THE FLAG LAW TO BE TESTED. 

The School Directors of the different 
school districts of McLean County have 
held a convention to decide what to do about 
the law passed by the present Legislature 
which calls for the hoisting of an American 
flag over every public and private school- 
house in the State. The directors do not 
take kindly to the law. In the resolutions 
adopted by them they say it is “ un-Ameri- 
can and despotic in its demands.” They 
protest against its enforcement; agree to 
take the necessary steps to test the consti- 
tutionality of the act. 

That the law is unconstitutional as far as 
private educational institutions are concerned 
no lawyer has yet denied. It is not impossi- 
ble that the Supreme Court will hold that 
the law is null and void as regards the pub- 
lic schools. No one will dispute the power of 
the Legislature to authorize school boards 
to buy flags and pay for them out of school 
funds. But it does not follow therefrom 
that the General Assembly can order those 
boards to extend the school taxes for such 
a purpose and declare guilty of a misde- 
meanor school officers who refuse to obey. 

The Constitution says that the General As- 
sembly must provide a thorough and effi- 
cient system of free schools whereby all chil- 
dren of this State may receive a good com- 
mon school education.” This gives the Leg- 
islature extensive powers, but does not au- 
thorize it to impose taxes on the citizens of 
school districts for things which do not come 
under the head of good common school 
education.” It is right that every school- 
house should have a flag. Most of those in 
this city do have them, but they were pur- 
chased with private funds. Often the chil- 
dren raised the money. But it is quite a 
different matter when it comes to ordering 
the taxpayers to provide flags. If the Leg- 
islature can tompel school directors to buy 
flags and flagpoles it can compel them to 
furnish each school child a warm meal and a 
suit of clothes. 

These are the points which will be raised 
when this law gets before the Supreme Court, 
and the sooner it gets there the better. For 
the schools will open soon, and if this act 
is not cemplied with vexatious suits will be 
begun here and there against the officers of 
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considerable time to them ana f and the Garden of the Gods is one of the most

Ir was announced prior to the English elec- 
tions that if the Conservatives won Great 
Britain would ynite in an international con- 
ference to see if something could not be 
done for silver. But in reply to an inquiry 
whether the government will invite the as- 
sembling of such à conference, Mr. Arthur 
Balfour replied that— 

He had always been strongly in favor of an in- 
ternational agreement on the currency question, 
but that he had no right to pledge his colleagues 
to such an opinion, nor had he any reason for 
thinking that such an agreement would result at 
the present moment from an international con- 
ference. A second abortive conference he thought 
would be very undesirable. , 

All of which means that while the Tories 
will not antagonize bimetallism, as the Lib- 
erals did, they will do nothing to aid it. As 
there will be no conference unless England 
is willing to participate, it is plain that the 
gentlemen who were appointed by the last 
Congress as delegates to such a meeting, 
if one were held, will not have an opportunity 
to take a trip abroad.

POSSIBILITIES THAT IT MAY BB 
GRANTED IN ENGLAND. 


British Women Must Learn Not to Resent 
in Private Differences of Opinion In 
Public Affairs Because They Stand 
Close to the Privilege They Demand— 
Lord Salisbury Is Known to Favor 
Woman Suffrage, and Conservatives Can 
Overweigh Liberal-Unionist Opposition. 

Elections cause so much bad and bitter 
feeling that it is a good thing when one is 
over and the time comes for following the 
sensible example of the North American 
savages, to which Longfellow refers in 
* Hiawatha”: Buried was the bloody 
hatchet, Buried was the dreadful war-club, 
Buried were all warlike weapons, And the 
war-cry was forgotten.“ When the struggle 
was over they not only laid aside their weap- 
ons but actually formally hid them in the 
ground, so as to indicate that all thoughts of 
the past strife were put away. Those of us 
who get too embittered or too excited in 
political warfare to be able to “ bury the 
hatchet" as soon as the struggle is settled 
one way or the other ought to keep out of 
politics. It is a bad practice, both tactically 
and objectively considered, to impute un- 
worthy motives to our opponents, or to pry 
into private life in order to argue thence to 
conclusions on public affairs. But if such 
errors are deplorable in the heat of a con- 
test, they are inexcusable when it is over. 
In particular, the defeated ought to bear 
their blow with magnanimity, and not lose 
temper or kindliness under it. This is one 
of the things that men learn generally more 
effectually than we do in early life, They are 
more trained to it by their rougher and more 
exposed life in boyhood. And certainly this 
is one of the virtures (perchance it is the 
only good quality) that a man gets at a pub- 
lic school and the university: to keep his 
temper and behave as if it didn’t particular- 
ly hurt when he is obligéd to know himself 
beaten by an opponent. Of course it does 
hurt, always; but we have to learn to bear 
it well if we mean to endure public life with- 
out injuring our own minds and tempers, 
and without 8 losing the respect of our 
opponents. This little homily is born of ex- 
perience. I have too often seen women take 
to heart, and personally and spitefully resent 
in private, difference of opinion and diverg- 
ence of action in public affairs, not to desire 
to point out to them the importance, both to 
their own minds and souls, and to the 
causes that they hope to be allowed to help 
in the future, of cultivating a right spirit— 
one of good-humor, charity, magnanimity, 
and power of forgetting incidents that have 
been distasteful in public work. 

Will this be the last election in which 
women will only help as camp-followers, 
without the power to fire off the guns on 
their own account? In other wo 
Lord Salisbury likely to give the franchise 
to women? It is quite possible that he will 
do so. The Liberal Unionists almost to a 
man (Mr. Leonard Courtney the one con- 
spicuous exception) are against the repre- 
sentation of women; but the Conservative 
majority, without the Liberal Unionists, will 
be strong enough to carry anything. There 
will undoubtedly be a registration of voters 
bill, and in all probability a redistribution of 
seats bill, brought in by the government; 
and it is thought very probable that in these 
opportunity will be found for enfranchising 
at least some women. Women's suffrage 
has always had considerable Conservative 
support. Lord Beaconsfield was absolutely 
the first person to say a word in its favor in 
the House of Commons; and Lord Salisbury 
and Mr. Balfour are both its advocates. 
Probably, however, a Conservative women's 
suffrage would be confined to propertied 
zadies—it would be rather a representation 
of that property than an enfranchisement 
of women. To this, probably, the House of 
Lords would not object.—The London Illus- 
trated News.

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Sensational Developments in the Double 
Tragedy at Sioux City. 

Sioux City, Ia., Aug. 27.—This afternoon 
warrants were eworn out charging Maud 
Hoyle and Dan Berry, a pugilist, who for- 
merly lived in Qmaha, with killing Max 
Noack and Ora Minter; alias Hazel Ham- 
mond.

Is Found Guilty of Neglect of Duty.

The parade was a magnificent spectacle, 

20,000 men of the flower of the Nation, 20.- 
000 gleaming swords, the hilts and scabbards 
mouated with jewels, 20,000 uniforms deco- 
rated with regalia, 
sands of horses curvetting and prancing, band 
after band discoursing martial music—all 
blended into one magnificent whole. 
The railroads were more than busy through 
the day bringing in long lines of sleepers 
from all over the country. They carried 
thousands upon thousands of the dwellers in 
tne suburbs, who fairly hung over the ends of 
the accommodation trains and clas the 
railings from 7 o’clock until 10 this morning 
in order to get into the city. 

The first division was led by Eininent Sir 
E. A. Holton, chief, with his staff and aids. 
Bostoa commandery followed immediately 
alter with 650 men, Eminent Sir E. I. Litch- 
field Commanding. The commendery wore 
black uniforms and presented a fine appear- 
ance. ‘*We have no mascots, said one 
member, for we are all mascots oursel ves. 
They were accompanied by Carter's Band 
and the Salem Cadet Band. 

Near the head of the line walked Prelate 
Sir J. H. Upham, in the full garb of his office. 
The commandery was divided into two bat- 
talions, and a large nutaber of venerable 
beards were scattered through it. 

The Detroit Commandery, with eeventy-two 
men, including the celebrated drill corps 
never yet defeated, came next in line, led by 
Sir A. M. Seymour and accompanied by the 
Fourth Michigan Regiment Band, handsome- 
ly uniformed with blue coats and white duck 
trousers. This commandery gave a splendid 
exhibition of marching, which was especially 
fine at the turns. 

Grand Encampment Officers, 


The carriage contain the officers and 
members of the Grand Encampment came 
next. In the first carriage were Grand Master 
McCurdy, Deputy Grand Master Thomas, 
Grand Generalissimo Lloyd, and Grand 
Capt.-Gen. Stoddard. It was drawn by four 
coal black horses. Some seventy carriages 
accommodated the members of the Grand 
Encampment. 

The subordinate commanderies closed the 
first division and included: St. Johns No. 1 
of Wilmington, Del., a fine body of ninety- 
five men, who brought with them 
the red-coated First Regiment Bund; the 
Washington No. 1 of Washington. 120 
men, with white plumes, escorted by the 
picturesque Boys’ Zouave Band from Mount 
Pleasant, D. C.; the Columbia No. 2 of 
Washington, with the Germania Band; the 
Olivet and Damascus from Florida, the Po- 
tomac No. 3 of Georgetown, the famous 
mounted commandery, De Molay No. 4 of 
Washington, which galloped by on fifty fine 
horses with silver trappings. 

The Columbia Commandery, 150 strong. 
had with them their mascot, the Recorder’s 
grandson, Frank Rider, who rode near the 
head on a diminutive pony. Then came sev- 
eral divisions made up mainly of New En- 
gland commanderies. The famous—but then 
all in the Fifth Division are famous—Palea- 
tine Commandery escorted the Grand Com- 
mandery of New York at the right of the 
Fifth Division. 

Closely following was the Columbia No. 
1 of New York, which has been noted for its 
drill since the first Templars came out. Fol- 
lowi the regular line was the drill corps 
itself under the command of Capt.-Gen. R. F. 
Lyon. The Monroe No. 12 of Rochester, N. 
V., one of the oldest commanderies in the 
State, followed close behind.

St. Louis and the Oriental Commanderies 
of St. Louis made the best appearance. The 
St. Louis Commanderies could easily. be dis-

The 
others fell to trading steeds with their near- 
est neighbors, and before noon Capt. Purin- 
ton had traded four times and was offering 
the last acquired of the wrecks in exchange 
for any kind of a bicycle. In each of the 
horse trades he gave boot“ in the form of 
badges and parts of his regalia. The last 
horse was worse than any of the others. 

The Captain declared the poor beast had 
an action like a landslide of cold molasses, 
The quartet of cripples was finally stood in 
line under an elm tree and offered at auction 
sale. Out of this choice collection of mounts 
their respective riders finally decided to race 
them one block down the avenue. The en- 
tries were made and small boys chosen for 
riders. Sir Knight Roundy opened a book 
on the event and a crowd of thousands gath- 
ered. 

After much delay and many false starts 
they got off in a bunch, all traveling differ- 
ent gaits and all new to the experienced 
horsemen present. 

The Captain’s steed accomplished forward 
movements with his body at an angle, and 
fell off some 45° from his course like a drift- 
ing boat. The horse known on the entry 
bock as Clubfoot was led over the course 
by one of the boy jockeys in order to get sec- 
ond money.

The Jersey City Junction railway was trying 
to build a tunnel under the Pennsylvania 
company’s tracks. 

Under the eye of the police the laborers 
above took care not to hit the men below 
but, nevertheless, an Italian laborér nam 
Angelo Monger was struck on the head by a 
rock at noon and badly cut. The man who 
did it was arrested, and the large force of 
police nipped a riot in the bud. 

Soon after a number of the shovelers below 
were covered with ashes, and a dozen more 
were arrested, taken to the police court, and 
there bailed out. 

Three streams of water from hose were sent 
down the side of the embankment. At 6 
o’clock the President of the Police Board de- 
cided that this use of water constituted an as- 
sault and ordered that it be turned off.

The 
United Garment Workers of America here 
have received information that the contractors 
at Rochester affected are sending goods to 
this city to be made up. General Auditor 
Henry White of the United Garment Work- 
ers’ Association said: 

»The Progressive Tailors’ Union, which be- 
longs to the Knights of Labor, have under. 
taken to make up the cloth sent here trom 
Rochester. There are thousands of non- 
union people working in the shops with the 
Progressive people, and if they continue to 
work our strike at Rochester will be broken 
up in a few days and the van there scat- 
tered to the four winds. e had our 
detectives locate all the shops where 
this non-union work is be done, 
The Brotherhood of Tailors, which has 
a membership of over 8,000, will be called 
upon to strike in all tailoring shops in the 
city where work is done for the firms which 
have contracts with the Rochester contractors, 
About 5,000 workers will be ordered on 
strike here if the Progressive Tailors’ Union 
refuses to send back the Rochester work.

WHOLESALE MEROHANTS OALL THE | 


OUTLOOK EXOBLLENT, 


Manufacturers of Machinery Overwhelmed 
with Orders—Local Retail Business Not 
So Good asthe Wholesale Situation—Lum- 
ber Trade in Unsatisfactory Shape—Better 
Local Demand for Money—Circular to 
Alley Stockholders—Metropolitan Ele- 
vated Traffic~Strawboard Ketires Bond 

Interviews with representatives of the 
large wholesale houses indicate the fall job- 
bing trade in Chicago will be most satisfac- 
tory. There is no great enthusiasm in the 
reports which are made, but it is agreed on 
every hand that business is on a thoroughly 
substantial foundation, the volume is every- 
thing that might reasonably be hoped for, 
and the outlook full of promise. Nearly 

everywhere trade is reported as showing a 

decided increase over 1894, but it is still 

somewhat below 1893. The lower range of 
prices makes the amount involved in com- 
parison to the volume of trade considerably 
smaller than it was two years ago. In some 
hes the volume is said to be as large as it 
has ever been, though the volume is smaller. 

Collections are decidedly satisfactory. In 

all the wholesale houses the maturing cfops 

have been watched with the greatest care, 
and now that it seems impossible for any- 


thing to damage the prospect for a bountiful . 


harvest that fact is found clearly reflected 
in the trade. Interviews with the large retail 
houses on State street are not of quite such 
an encouraging character, The managers 
of these establishments are hopeful, but they 
admit there is still some lost ground to be re- 
covered. There is no other point in the situa- 
tion where such exceedingly favorable re- 
ports are to be had asin the machinery trade. 
The manufacturers of almost every kind of 
machinery are runuing to their utmost ca- 
pacity and have orders far in advance of 
their ability to manufacture. The makers 
of ‘engines are particularly busy. Some of 
the most important engine manufacturers 
are declining to take orders, except for de- 
livery far in the future. The direction in 
which perhaps more grumbling is to be 
heard than in any other is in the lumber 
trade. The lumber business in Chicago 
seems to have gotten into a rut, and is in 
anything but satisfactory shape. 

Local bankers are reporting a better de- 
mand for money. There would naturally be 
some improvement in the demand from the 
West, as we get nearer to the time when the 
Western crop movement will require cur- 
rency, but there is to be a better demand 
from local quarters, a demand which indi- 
cates expansion in trade. The Chicago 
banks as a rule are in position to welcome 
this increase in demand. Many of them are 
running with a much larger cash reserve 
than is profitable for them to carry. Rates 
are not affected yet. The quoted rate is 
5416 per cent, with occasional desirable call 
loans at 4 per cent. Even with the large re- 
serves the banks are carrying rates so high 
that borrowers with Eastern fhcilities are 
tsing no local money. The big commercial 
houses are borrowing practically nothing 
here, and are getting the money they require 
in Boston and New York, and even occasion- 
ally in London, In the East call money is 
to be had at 2 per cent. Time money for any- 
thing this side of January can be had at 3

The date for the sale was left to the 
Special Master in Chancery, J. B. Johnson, 
who will announce it within the next ten 
days. 

Judge Henry C. Caldwell, who made the 
decree, arrived in Topeka Sunday, ‘ut at- 
torneys representing the varied interests did 
not reach here until this morning, coming on 
a special train. The party consisted ot Re- 
ceivers Aldace F. Walker and J. J. McCook, 
Vice-President D. B. Robinson, General So- 
licitor George R. Peck, Wheeler H. Peckham, 
attorney of the trustee of the receivers, the 
Union Trust company of New York; Victor 
Morawitz and T. W. Green, who represent the 
Reorganization committee; W. H. Rossmgton 
of Topeka, and Edward D. Kenna, who is to 
be Mr. Peck’s successor. 

They went directly from the depot to 
Judge Caldwell’s hotel, where a short confer- 
ence was held with him, aiter which the law- 
vers proceeded to Mr. Rossington’s office, 
where a number of final changes were made 
in the printed decree already agreed to by ali 
parties in interest. The decree covers 117 
pages of printed matter. After every correc- 
tion had been made the lawyers returned to 
the hotel, where Judge Caldwell held court, 
as he was suffering from an inflamed leg 
which made it inconvenient for him to go to 
the Government Building. 

Judge Caldwell spent half an hour in exam- 
ining the decree closely, or at least that por- 
tion of it which had undergone al- 


terations. To some of the changes 
made in tbe original he objected and 
they were remodeled to suit him. He 
insisted that the name of the Master in Chan- 
cery who was to make the sale should be in- 
serted in the document so that no change 
could be made in the Master in future. Judge 
Johnson’s name was accordingly inserted 
and a substantial fee assured him. 

Another clause in the decree had reference 
to suits that might be brought in future 
against the receivers for damages by persons 
holding claims against the road. tt was 
sought to limit the time in which such actions 
might be brought to three months, Judge 
Caldwell thought this was an attempt to set- 
tle the statute of limitation, which is in Kan-

MUST CARRY OUT THE AGREEMENT. 


Trunk Line Presidents Determined to 
Bring Eastern Roads to Time. 

Although the agreement recommended by 
the Presidents’ committee in New York still 
awaits the ratification of the Boards of Diree- 
tors of the various Trunk Line and Central 
Traffic Association lines, yet orders have been 
issued no more cutting of rates or other prac- 
tices in violation of the proposed agreement 
will be tolerated, and any official disobeying 
these orders will be severely dealt with. 

The direction of affairs is in the hands of 
the Board of Control. consisting of twelve 
members These are Commissioners God- 
dard, Blanchard, and Farmer, and the chief 
traffic officials or executive officers of the Wa- 
bash, Grand Trunk, Erie, Lackawanna, one 
for the Vanderbilt lines, one for the Pennayl.

ance with the facts. Six years ago the City 
of Pittsburg contracted with the Rider Gar- 
bage Furnace company for the erection of a 
‘furnace to consume sixty tons of garbage a 
day. The furnace cost the city $3,000, but 
the contractor lost $5,000 on it because the 

estimates on materials by which he was 
guided in making his bid were wholly in- 
adequate, The furnace performed its work 
as specified for five years. Sixty tons of gar- 
bage was burned every day that much refuse 
was delivered to it, and there was no smoke 
or odor. Thecost of operating the furnace 
was merely nominal, the chief expense being 
laborers’ wages. The reports of the then Su- 
perintendent of the Bureau of Health and his 
personal testimony show that this is so. 

A year ago, the amount of garbage pro- 
duced in the city having increased largely, it 

was found necessary to provide means to dis- 
pose of it. Ground was purchaesd for the 
erection of another Rider furnace, and a con- 
tract with the Rider company was drawn up. 
It was admitted by all that the method then 
employed for disposing of the garbage was 
the best ever presented to the city officials. 
For reasons best known to those who had 
the matter in hand the contract for a second 
furnace never was signed. Instead an at- 
tempt was made to make the old furnace do. 
An addition was built at one end and gas was 
introduced to burn the refuse. The furnace 
is still in use under these conditions, but it 
costs the city $1.05 a ton to destroy the stuff. 
Under the new arrangement the stack smokes 
constantly and the garbage is not thoroughly 
sterilized. But the furnace makes away with 
100 tons a day. and the authorities have no 
3 bt of abandoning it. 

ili it was impossible to dispose of all the 
Fo ene in the single furnace. Last spring the 
city decided to pay a private contractor to 
take charge of the work, Under the old sys- 
tem householders paid for taking garbage 
away from their houses. This the contractor 
was to do free of charge to the householder 
and if there was any profit in the residuum of 
the refuse he wastoreapit. ‘The city adver- 
tised for bids, specifying that the garbage 
was to be cremated. Charles Flinn. an in- 
sider in local governmental affairs, was 
awarded the contract at $79,000. Immedi- 
ately he began the erection of a reduction 
plant on the style of the American Garbage 
Reduction company. While that was build. 
ing he still used the altered Rider furnace to 
its ca city, shipping the balance of the stuff 
out of the city. He dumped the latter in the 
Youghiegheny River and the water supply of 
several towns was vitiated tosuch an extent 
warrants have been issued for the arrest of 
those responsible for placing the garbage 
there.

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INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The Illinois Mutual Defensive Association has 


not given up dts fight on the Iilinois Mutual Fire 
Insurance company. It is the intention of the as- 
sociation to take up the fight where it stopped 


when the proceedings looking to the appointment 


of a receiver came to an end. Application will 
soon be made, according to the present intention 
of the Executive committee for the appointment 
of a receiver, and it will not be in the form of a 
supplemental bill. It will be an application in 
which only the members of the association will be 
interested, and there will be no opportunity for a 
compromise unless all the policyholders in the as- 
sociation are included in it. As this would include 
practically all the policyholders in the Illinois 
Mutual such a contingency is not likely to arise. 
The first proceeding brought against the IIII- 
nois Mutual was that of the two policyholders who 
had suffered loss under their policies and who had 
failed to secure a settlement. Jacob Newman 
represented these claimants, and when the cases 
came up before Judge Goggin the Illinois Mutual 
Defensive Association asked leave to be made a 
party to the suit. This was done, but after sev- 
eral delays the two cases were dismissed upon the 
application of the complainants. A compromise 
has been effected whereby the interests of the 
tw orignal complainants had been cared for and 
there was no further occasion for continuing the 
suits. The President of the Illinois Mutual Fire, 
Franklin C. Taylor, according to the statement 
of the attorney for the two clients in whose be- 
half the suits were filed, offered to settle these 
claims by the payment of 23 cents on the dollar. 
This was refused at the time, and a settlement 
upon which more favorable terms were arranged. 
Neither side will tell the exaet terms of this set- 
tlement, but it is in the neighborood of 75 per cent 
of the claim. Through the settlement of these 
suits the Defensive Association is left to carry on 
the fight alone. This’ it has decided to do, anda 
meeting of the. Executive committee has been 
held to take action along this line. A circular 
has been addressed to all policyholders known to 
the members of the committee asking their co- 
operation in the matter. These are now being 
sent out. Already replies have been received from 
policyholders representing over $1,000,000 of in- 
surance. Without exception these have expressed 
themselves as heartily in favor of the proceeding 


and in favor of the appointment of a receiver to 


take charge of the affairs of the company. One 
hundred and fifty names have been added to the 
list since Aug. 12. In this circular the Executive 
committee says: 

From their own statement it would appear 
that this company is in a condition of hopeless 
insolvency. The major part of their policies have 
already been canceled in order to avoid any fur- 
ther liabilities of their holders, and the present 
rush of others to secure cancellation is only 
equaled by a run on a bank during a financial 
crisis. If this condition of affairs shall continue 
for a few days longer there will be no policies in 
force and the company must collapse for want of 
patronage. As policyholders and as representa- 
tives of other policyholders we have endeavored 
to effect a meeting with the President of this com- 
pany, but have met with refusal, implying a de- 
sire to avoid discussion of the situation with this 
committee or to give any explanation for assess- 
ment or information regarding the affairs of the 


company.

This demand, which has been made by the 
business interests of the country for years, 
has at last been taken up by the politicians, 
and the prospect now is good that the long, 
tiresome Presidential campaign, with ite 
brass bands and pyrotechnic oratory, is to be- 
come a thing of the past. The business-men 
of the country have complained for years that 
the long Presidential campaign has been 
ruinous to their interests, Where questions 
of the tariff have been the vital points at issue, 
as in the last four or five can®paigns, business- 
men found their interests began to show the 
effects of the uncertainty in the result from 
the time the national conventions were held. 

As it has been customary heretofore for 
both parties to hold their conventions from 
four to five months before the election was 
held and as five months more elapse before 
the successful party is inducted to office the 
business interests immediately affected by a 
change have had to suffer nearly a year of 
depression directly due to the uncertainty at- 
tending anticipated changes in laws affecting 
those interests, 

Since the strength of the two old parties 
has become so nearly evenly matched the out- 
come of elections has become more and more 
a matter of uncer tainty and a consequent 
source of concern to the business- man. The 
interests of the people generaliy have felt 
these checks to the progress of the great in- 
dustries of the country and a protest has 
gone up from all sections and all classes and 
conditions of people engaged in business to

J. H. Manley of Maine said: 

We have foundin Maine that a campaign of 
six weeks is mora effective than one of 
three months, It is impossible to keep the at- 
tention of. the people for three months, whereas 
you can do it for — weeks. 

Mr. Manley, however, suggests that with a 
honey from along to a short campaign it 
would be necessary to change the time for 
selecting the National committees, having the 
term of the old committee expire Dec. 31 
following each Presidential election. 

C. S. Thomas, member of the Democratic 
National committee from Colorado and a 
pronounced silverite, expressed himself in 
opposition to a short campaign.

Beer and Struckman Testify. 


Commissioners Beer and Struckman testi- 
fied as to the general good quality of the 
meat used at Dunning, although Struckman 
admitted it was pretty tough at times. 

Mr. O'Donnell then asked some questions 
in regard to the manner of selecting the 
butcher, and Mr. Struckman explained the 
manner in wheich the patronage was di- 
vided up, as Mr. Cunning did at Dunning. 
Mr. Struckman said the Superintendent at 
Dunning was allowed to engage his own 
help, but disingenuously added that This 
was not to be understood that the County 
Commissioners should not recommend to 
him. That is, the Superintendent need not 
receive any one who is recommended, but 
you understand that when a Commissioner 
recommended anything it was a go.” This 
statement of Mr. Struckman created a good 
deal of amusement. 

The next witness was John H. Clapp, who 
testified, in answer to Mr. O’Donnell’s ques- 
tions, that he was a Meat Inspector for the 
City of Chicago and had been in meat 
business for forty years. He had inspected 
the meat sent by Keck to Dunning last 
Thursday and found it to be good. 


O’Brien on the Stand. 


John O’Brien, one of the assistants in the 
butcher shop at Dunning, was next sworn 
we was examined by Mr. Morgan as fol- 
OwWws: 

Q.—How long have you been a butcher? A.— 
Since I was able to handle a knife. I have had 
forty years’ experience in this country and have 
killed tens of thousands of cattle. 

Mrs. Filower-—Your occupation now, Mr. 
O'Brien? A.—I am a victim of circumstances. 
I am living on charity at present, at the same 
time I am working for a living in that institution. 

Q.—Have you ever seen any meat come to Dun- 
ning delivered by Mr. Keck that were old cows. 
A.—Yes, sir. All the time. The last load of beef 
he fetched there contained five cattle and there 
were three old cows in it. 

Q.—Did you see the sausage that was brought 
in? A.—I did not pay much attention to the pork 
sausage. The summer sausage was rotten. I 
took notice of one that Was broken in two by 
Eyans and there was maggots in it. 

Mr. O’Donnell—How can you tell heifer beef 
from cow beef? A.—Don't try to work off any 
of your superfiuity on me. 

Q.—Just tell me, please, Mr. O’Brien, how long 
you have been a butcher. A.—You look like an 


escaped angel.

Then, too, the American people have just 
had an example of the® beneficent effects of a 
short campaign in the general elections 
which have lately taken place in England and 
there is strong evidence that this example 
has bad much to do in starting the agitation 
for a shorter campaign on this side of the At- 


lantic. 
Leaders on Both Sides Agree, 

In published interviews thirteen out of fif- 
teen national committeemen, representing 
both political parties, have declared for a 
short campaign. W. A. Sutherland of Roch- 
ester. N. I., wember of the Republican Na- 
tional committee, covers the ground at 
length. He says: 

1 have always argued that the great interfer- 
ence with the orderly ana regular course of the 
business of the country which Presidential cam- 
pa s inevitably cause constitutes the argument 

avor of extending the Presidential term. The 
conduct of a Presidential campaign necessarily 
absorbs the entire time of anarmy of men re- 
cruited from the ranks of the brightest, brainiest, 
and most influential citizens. There is no one 
who is not somewhat unsettled in his business 
relations by the excitement attending a Presi- 
dential contest, but there are many men who, 
eagerly or reluctantly, as the case may be, are 
induced to surrender their whole time and ener- 
gies to the interest of their party during the en-. 
tire campaign. The prosperity of the country 
must suffer in consequence of this diversion of 
business energies from their usual channels. 

After comparing the election system in 
Eugland with ours he continues: 

Believing that the National committees, both 
Democratic and Republican, would have ample 
time for such organization as they require if the 
nominating conventions were held in September 
and that no party interests would sutfer by hold- 
ing a convention in t month rather thaa in 
May or June. I think the best interests of the 
country should control the actions of the National 
committees and lead to a short Presidential cam 
paign in 1896. : 
Mr. Sutherland says there are only two ob- 
jections to the proposition for a short cam- 
paigu, one coming from the political leaders 
and based on the allegation that a short cam- 
paign does not give opportunity for the 
proper organization of the party machinery, 
the other coming from the n@wspapers of the 
country on the supposition it is necessary for a 
campaign to be actually in progressin order 
toawaken interest among the people in the 
issues, and thereby create a demand for pa- 
pers, To the first objection he answers. 


He Answers Objections. 


I think the campaigns of this country are a 
relic of the days whea we were a small people, 
widely scattered; when newspapers were few; 
railroads did not exist, and the telegraph wire 
was nut dreamed of. Then it was necessary that 
a Campaign of education should be carried on 
from the stump and the orators of the Nation 
constituted the leading agencies in behalf of the 
respective parties. 

In those days votes were actually changed or 
won over from one party to the other by the 
effective stump — 9 and the joint debate at- 
tended by the adherents of both parties in about 
equal numbers often settled the issues between 
political parties. Today the newspaper is the 
great agency of the party because it is the great 
educator of the people. The brass bands, the 
torchlight processions, and the mass-meet- 
ings sorve to give nt to the enthusiasm 
of those who must me vociferous 
whenever they arein earnest. But the thinking 
men of the country are not today converted from 
one opinion to another thro the arts of the 
stump speaker. A few really great speeches are 
extremely valuable to a political party, but 
8 hes that are really great are published in 
full by all the daily papers throughout the entire 
Union, and are po ey read not oniy by the par- 
— of the speaker but by many of his oppo- 
nen 

It is clear to me, therefore. that the notion 
of those who favor a long campaign is a sort of 
inherited belief not founded in sound judgment.
